Tho much discussed deep water way for 
ocean-going vessela connecting Chicago 
with the Gulf of Mexico whoae cbmmercinl 
and industrial significance has been greatly 
enhanced since tho digging of the Panama 
canal was assured, will be begun within a 
year If the plane of the Illinois, delegation 
in congress do not miscarry. -The Illinois 
members, hacked by a favorable govern- 
ment report and supported by public senti- 
ment of on overwhelming character, have 
been making' preparations to Insure the 
passage of a'measuro to bo' introduced at 
the coming session of congress -which will 
authorize the commencement of (he big' 
task. , ' 

Speaker Cannon, while naturally not in 
a position to express his opinion upon' the 
matter carrying with It an appropriation, 
ia known to bo friendly. Congressman 
Lorimer, who has been one.' of the most 
active exponents of the waterway -idea; has 
fitted up a steam launch with which he ex- 
pects to go over the proposed course of tbo 
canal. With him will go Congressman 
Howard M. Snapp, ^Martin B. Madden, 
Joseph V. Ornff and Phillip Knopf. It Is' 
expected that n fifth name will com pic to 
the passenger list of tho- launch Rcmirol. 
The party will make tho trip, to the gulf, 
passing over the ron to of tho canal and

to Wisconsin City 

Duke M. Fnrson, of Chicago, bead of the 
holiness organization and master of the 
incorporated Metropolitan Church associa- 
tion, has purchased the Fountain House at 
Waukesha for $30,000, and will make of it 
a headquarters for the holiness people. It 
will be the end of the Fountain House as a 
summer resort. 

This means that the printing office, the 
orphanage, the Bible school in which are 
200 students, and all the officials in control 
will be established in the old hotel, and the 
sound of hymns will take tbo place of coon 
songs. Tambourine and bass drum will 
siipptnnt the Marine band, and agile ex* 
pressionB of religious zeal will drive the 
shadows of the ballroom away. Exhorta- 
tion will succeed the "Balance all" of the 
caller, and the memory of the gorgeous 
gowns will bo e raced by one glance at the 
severely plain dresses of the holiness band. 

The original Fountain House was built 
in 1873 by Tbos. B. Bryan of Chicago. It 
was 147 feet front by the same depth, In 
1878, the.yellow fover year, the botel was 
crowded with guests from tho south. The 
night of Sept. 1 of that year the south half 
of the hotel was destroyed by fire. Deing 
the end of the regular sen son tho inconven- 
ience was not no marked as though the tire 
had happened earlier and measures were 
immediately taken to rebuild and enlarge 
-tha hostelry.-- Tho work was completed in 
time for tbo season of 1870, with about 300 
feet added to the original street frontage, 
Tho addition wai of brick, the old port 
having been built of rubblo stone. On the 
atreet front the building was three stories 
high and four stories in the hear. 

-After the addition was built the value 
of tho whole property was estimated at 
8250,000, but the patronage never after- 
word was large enough to be profitable to 
the owners. James C. Walker, one of the 
husbands of Grace Snell' Coffin, held the 
position of manager for the longest tima 
nnd was manoger np to the end of the sea- 
Bon this year, His administration of the 
Affairs of the hotel has been very satisfac- 
tory* but the basis for profit long ago de- 
parted and the botel was disposed of to the 
best advantage possible.

The pence treaty opens with a pream- 
ble reciting that his majesty the em- 
peror, the autocrat of alt Urn Russlas, 
and his majesty tho emperor of Japan, 
desiring to close the war now subsisting^ 
between them, and having appointed 
their respective plenipotentiaries and 
furnished them with full powers which 
were found to bo In forth, have come to 
an agreement on a treaty of peace and 
arranged as follows; 

Article 1 stipulates for the re-estnV 
llshmout of peace nnd friendship between 
tho sovereigns of the two empires and 
between . the subjects of Russia and 
Japan, respectively. 

Art, 2. His majesty the emperor of 
Russia recognizes the preponderant in- 
terest from political, military and econ- 
omical points of view of Japnn In th« 
empire of Korea and stipulates that Rus- 
■In will not oppose any measures for Its 
government, protection or control that 
Japan will deem neeosary to take la 
Korea In conjunction with the Korean 
tovcrnmcut, but Russian subjects and 
Russian enterprises are to enjoy tho sums 
status as tho subjects and enterprises of 
other countries. 

Art. 3. It is mutually agreed that the 
territory of Manchuria be simultaneously 
evacuated by both Russian and Japanese 
troops, both countries being concerned In 
this evacuation, their situations being 
absolutely Identical. All rights acquired 
by prlvato persons and companies shall 
renmlu Intact. 

Art, 4. Tho rights possessed by Rus- 
sia In conformity with the lease by Rus- 
sia of Port Arthur and Dalny, together 
I with the lands and waters adjacent, shall 
puss over In their entirety to Japan, but 
the properties and rights of Russian sub- 
jects are to be safeguarded and respect- 
ed. 

Art. G. Tho governments of Russia 
and Japan engage t lie in selves reciprocal- 
ly not to put any obstacles to the gea- 
trsl measures (which slinll be alike Lu 
all nations) that China may tr.ke for tht 
development of tho commerce and Indus- 
try of Manchuria. 

Art. 0. The Manchurlan railway shall 
be operated Jointly between Russia and 
Japan at Kouang-Tchonglae. The two 
branch lines shall be employed only for 
commercial nnd Industrial purpoees.

HARVEST SHOWS FARM WEALTH 

Railroad People tJlve l-'fenrei Xlltts* 

triitinu Notion's (Iruln Production. 

The American farmer. Is an exceeding- 
ly prosperous Individual, according to 
railroad itatlsllelunn, who hnvo figured 
out that the grain trntUc for this crop 
year will aggregate 1,BOO,000 . carloads. 
If all this grain could be marketed sim- 
ultaneously nnd hauled in n slugle solid 
'iraln of freight cars the train would be 
1 1,031 miles long, cscIimIvc of the loco- 
motives that would ba necessary to 
move It. 

Dividing this Into trains of forty cars 
each, there would be rcpiirod 37,500 lo- 
comotives or ST)3 miles or draught ma- 
chinery. Adding this 333 miles to the 
11,031 miles of cars, there Is a total of 
12,280 mjlefl. 

To hold tin) cars and engines it would 
ret] ulre ucarly every foot of four tracks 
extending from New York to San Fran- 
cisco. Tho necessary single truck would 
measure half tbo circumference of the 
globe. 

These figures do not fully toll of tho 
vnstncBs of tlio wealth which the Ameri- 
can farmer has taken from his land In 
corn, oats, wheat, barley nnd ryo In the 
year 1003. •> Tho railroad men's e.-(ll mates 
nro cou fined to the grain which will be 
moved to market centers on tho steam 
roads. Probably iiot over one-third of 
tho grain produced will over see n freight 
cnr. The other two-thirds will bo haul- 
ed to local mills In wagons or will bo 
consumed by live stock on the farms. To 
hold the ehtlrd com; crop alono would 
call for n train and engines 21,000 miles 
In length. 

In this story of agricultural treasure 
lies the reason for the unparalleled prep- 
arations of tho western railroads for 
traffic this season. If the farmer wero 
not alrondy well, supplied with rendy 
money end were'forccd to rush his grain 
to market, ns he bus dono lu past years, 
it la reasonable to suppose the railroads 
would be utterly swamped with grain 
trafflc. . 

The statisticians estimate the wheat 
and oats crops of Minnesota aud the Da- 
kota* nt 320,000.000 bushels, of which 
100,000,000 bushels will be marketed on 
steam roads. They place tho total yield 
of corn nt 2,300,000,000 bushels, and ex- 
pect that TSO.OOO.OOO bushels will bo 
hauled on freight trains greater or less 
distances. U ranting that theio figures 
are correct, tlicro will be 173,000 carloads 
of wheat and oats from the three States 
mentioned, or 4,325 trains of forty cars 
each. Tbo intimate for corn is 700,000 
learloads, or 10,000 trainloods of forty 
cars each. On top of this there proba- 
bly will be 17,000 carloads of flaxseed to 
he hauled from tho Northwest. 

To haul the 1,000,000 cars estimated 
for all kinds of grain, there would mean 
a movement of n hundred trains of forty 
cars each for every day of the year.

POWDER MILL BLOWS UP. 



Hcind Works Ncor Unlontown, Pn., Ex- 
plodea Kllllm: Employe*. . 
With n report thnt could he heard for 
a radius of ten miles the Itauil Powder 
works located at Fair Chance, IV, sis 
miles cast of Unlontown, Pa., blew up 
causing, it Is believed, qver thirty deaths 
and a considerable financial dnmagu. 

The explosion occurred in n cnr of 
powder and wns followed n few minutes 
Inter by another nnd heavier one when 
the fiames Ignited the large magazine. 
Ilia concussion of the second explosion 
knocked out the telephone and telegraph 
wires and all coiuiunhlc.it ion with the 
scene of tho explosion. Persons within 
a radius of fifteen miles heard the explo- 
sion nnd know that tha powder works 
bad blown up. Every vehicle in the sur- 
rounding vicinity was pressed Into ser- 
vice and hundreds of people were soon 
gathered about tho ruins aiding in tho 
work of rescue. 

A passenger train on the Baltlmoro 
nnd Ohio railroad from Morgan town to 
ConiH'llsville, which wns passlug the 
works when the llm explosion occurred 
wns almost thrown from the track by 
the conciislon which broke all tho win- 
dows and caused n panic nmong tho 
passengers, aevcrn 1 of whom wero Injur- 
ed by Hying glnss. 

Tho concuss Jon was like an eurtbquako 
to the county round about and In tho 
surrounding 'towns caused great excite- 
ment, which wns 'not lessened by the 
fact that the communication on tho trol- 
ley line was broken off several islles 
from there. 

It Is probable that the cause of tho 
explosion of tho cnr of powder will never 
bo known. All tho men who were work- 
ing about It are believed to have been 
blown to pieces.

The plow Itself Is- to bo op- 
erated by electric power, and la a largo 
gang affair which will turn over a wldo 
piece of earth. A threshing engine Is to 
be used to furnish the electricity, & dyna- 
mo to bo attached, 

The plow Is to be run by trolley, tho 
wire to-be run from the working dynamo 
to the farthest corner of the field. The 
plow picks up the wire as It runs, nnd 
when It arrives at tho far end 'of tho field, 
an easy arrangement niters the position 
of the feed wire so that tho whole field 
can be reached In that way. 

It Is claimed for tho new Idea tbr? it 
will ho a most wonderful labor saver, 
and that It will do wonders la the way of 
speed, running about four: times as rap- 
Idly as horses can pull a plow of the 
same kind. It will also be much more 
handy than steam, beennse of the fact 
that steam machines of that kind are so 
heavy that they are unwieldy and cut 
Into the field, especially when tho ground 
Is soft. 

It ts claimed -that If tlio plow works 
reasonably well, tho snmo Idea can bo p-it 
to use In working harvesters nnd othir 
farm machinery, which will do away with 
the necessity of having so many horses to 
feed all through the year, when less 
would bo necessary under the trolley sys- 
tem.

After the attack on the ofdeo of the 
Kokuinlu Sblmbuu, the government or- 
gan, Tuesday, a mob attacked nnd 
burned the official residence of tlio 
minister of homo' affairs, which stood 
between the Nobles' Club and the Im- 
perial Hotel and faced Hlblya-park, 
•which was the storm center throughout 
tho day. 

Threatening demonstrations occurred 
In the neighborhood of the official 
home* of Premier ICatsura and Barou 
Komnra, foreign minister, who is now 
In tho United States, hut the police 
succeeded in preventing injury to. tho 
occupants or damage to the houses. 

Tho dcstructlon-of tho home minis- 
ter's residence wns intensely dramatic. 
Throughout tho day a series of demon- 
strations took place In tho neighbor- 
hood of the building, and Into In the 
afternoon tho mob attacked tho house, 
•wept tho police awoy and batttored 
down the gates. Tho polJcoand serv- 
ants resisted stoutly, but the mob 
surged forward and entered tho house. 

Ono of the mob leaders carryiug an 
armful of burning straw gained tha 
rear of the structure and succeeded in 
setting It on flro. Tho police reserves 
charged the crowds, using (heir swords 
freely, but the mob rallied from sev- 
eral quarters and stoned the firemen 
when they arrived. The members of 
the minister's household Wero rescued' 
and escorted to the Imperial Hotel. 

Accurate figures of tho casualties In 
theso encounters nro not obtainable, 
it Is known, however, that ono man 
was killed, that fourteen wore mortally 
wounded by sword thrusts nnd- that 
many persona were bruised wlih 
stonos and Injured in the crushes. 

A member of tho mob which burned 
tho homo minister's residence said to 
a correspondent of the Associated 
Press: 

"Wo burned ffio bouse for the pur- 
poso of nttracUng the attonUon of tho 
emperor. Wo want him to refuse to 
ratify the treaty. We believe that 
those surrounding him prevent him 
from correctly understanding tho popu- 
Inr attltuda toward tho disgraceful 
humiliating pence.'! 

An Imperial ordinance establishing 
martial Inw lu Toklo was Issued. It 
Is reported ttioro Is rlotlngat Chlbn, a 
town with a population of 20,000 
twenty miles east of Toklo.. The pro- 
fectorato building and the court houso 
are reported to have been burned. Tim 
government has suspended the further 
publication of tbo Niroku,. a nowspaper 
printed in Toklo.

DESERTION ON THE INCREASE. 

The Reason* franco from Rubles to 
Novel* nnd Nncijlng. 
That thero Is an Increase in the de- 
sertion of families liy parents Is the 
assertion made In a report just Issued 
by tho Charity Orrganlsntlou Society, 
armrdlng to tho New York Herald, 
The researches wore undertaken for 
tho purpose of allowing the necessity 
for moro rigid Inwa ngnlnst the de- 
sertion of children. Tho last legisla- 
ture paascd a bill making it a felony 
for a parent to leave nny child under 
10 years of age. All persons commit- 
ting this offoiiBo may be extradited. 
Horetoforo tho father who ran awny 
from his wlfo nnd two or three chil- 
dren had only to proceed by ferry or 
trolley to tho nearest Stato to bo free 
from prosecution, as governors will 
not consent to tho extradition of any 
one for a misdemeanor. 

New York, Philadelphia and Jersey 
City head tho list ot twenty-six cities 
from which. in nil 674 cases havo beon 
analyzed by Miss Lllllnn Brandt, tho 
statistician of tho Charity Organiza- 
tion Society. She Amis tho most of tho 
men who desert their families nro not 
given to bad habits and that tho ma- 
jority- of them havo boon regularly cm- 
ployed and hnro been able when they 
worked to mnko more thnn the average 
wages. Only IT per. cent of them in a do 
leas than $0 a week. Of 07-i deserting 
husbands 8S wore laborers, 84 drivers, 
SO carpenters, 21 factory employes, 23 
painters, 14 machinists, 140 railroad 
men, 11 clerks and 12 engineers. 

They deserted their wives tor a wldo 
variety of causes. Some of their help- 
mates were sullen, others cold, some' 
too easy-going, others boid no Judg- 
ment, and some were proud and re- 
served. Ono woman "talked vaguely 
at great length," ono was alow of 
speech' and ulno wore given to "nag- 
ging." No vela, George Meredith's sto- 
ries, and tho doings of society are also 
cited as causes. 

It is shown that 100 men left their 
homos on tho day that a child wai 
born. In one case a child wns named, 
for the father who had deserted his 
family at tho baby's birth. Forty-five 
went away after n quarrel with their 
wives over such themes as "break- 
fast," "rollglous matters," and "finding 
fault with their wnys," Forty-eight de- 
parted after a carouse. Three disap- 
peared been u so they wcro In debt Only. 
seventeen left In avowed discourage- 
ment over lack of employment, saying 
they were going to seek work. 

"Study of theso 574 cases," soya 
Miss Brandt, "results In tho convic- 
tion that while here and there the re- 
sponsibility -for desertion- may rest 
with Industrial conditions, with Ill- 
considered marriages lu early youth, 
or between men and 'women of Irrecon- 
cilable difference in temperament, and 
somewbat mora frequently ■ with tho 
Impossible temper nnd*cooklng of tho 
wife, still tbe^ most constant clement 
In tho situation Is tho Irresponsible, 
case-loving man, who acts on tho the*' 
ory that when hard times of any sort 
come he Is Justified In making arrange- 
ments' for his own comfort which do 
not Include bis wife and children."

Oovernmaiit Surveyors In Champaign 
Comity— Fnrt of Great Finn. 
Surveyors seat to this State by tho 
government havo commenced making n 
topographical mnp of Illinois nml ore 
now working in Champaign County. This 
Is part of n Brand schema to secure n 
corapleto map of tlio Unit Oil State* show- 
Ing every house, school, church, road, 
ditch, stream, woodland and, In fnct. 
everything that will bo of value to tlie 
government and the public. The survey 
I* not ma ile by counties, but by quad- 
rangles or sheets. Theiu sheets bIiow a 
alrotcli of territory twelve nnd one-half 
miles wide by seventeen' ami one-half 
jnlles long. There aro eight nwpifaen of 
each surveying party and each tins a sep- 
arate line of work. Level* are being 
taken aad all. details secured. Maps 
can bo obtained from the sheets about 
ono year from date. Tlie -work baa been 
In progress for tWcuty-tivn year*), It I* 
said, and only about One -fifth of the 
country has been covered, Illinois -Is to 
bo given" attention for tho coming year 
or two nnd until this. State has been 
entirely covered. The coat of making 
tbo survey of each quadrangle Is nbmit 
$2,600. Sbtue ot this money will be re- 
turned, duo -to ilia safe' of the maps. 
Tho price linn been Itxcd for 5 cents for 
each quadrangle. It la also proposed to 
ffinke a. geological map of the .State hi 
connection, giving'- facts concerning the 
various strata of soil, for a distance of 
3,000 feet.

The Coat of Maklnv Butter. 

In a recent report, published by tho 
Iowa Stato Dairy Commissioner, the 
average coat of producing ono pound 
of butter Is given as follows: 

In the creamery that makes 40,000 
pounds ot butter per yenr It costs 4 
cents to inako one pound of butter, and 
In a creamery producing G0.000 pounda 
tt costs d.4 cents to make one pound, 
while In creameries making 150,000 
pounda per year It coats only 1.85 cents. 
In sonm of tbo very central plants 
that nro producing over 200,000 pounds 
of butter per year It costs 1.4 cents 
per pound, 

Theso figures clearly show that tho 
larger tbo creamery the cheaper but- 
ter can bo manufactured, nnd they also 
show that It takes about 400 -cows 
tributary to ono factory before a profit-* 
able creamery business can bo estab- 
lished.

The statement that Mr. Bacon, of New 
York, is to be the successor of Mr. Loomis 
rs First Assistant Secretary of State is 
something of n surprise. At the same 
time it bos been known almost ever since 
Mr. Loomis was in the Stale Department 
that be would rather have a diplomatic 
post outside. Mr. Bacon is a member of 
the firm of J. P. Morgan &. Co., and it is 
possible that bis advent to the State De- 
partment will be bailed by the opposition 
as another evidence of "interests" being 
represented- close to the administration. 
But those who remember the coal strike 
and the prominent port that the President 
bad in settling the dispute, may recollect 
also that Mr. Bacon was at that time the 
representative of the Morgan firm on the 
ground and that he bad a considerable 
part in bringing about the close of that 
disastrous labor war. The President knew 
him prior to that in New York and recog- 
nized in him a clean and able man. The 
present administration is pre-eminently 
one that does things, and it is not at all 
surprising to 'get an able business man in 
a high post in one of the government's 
most important departments. Mr. Bacon 
is said also to be a personal friend of Mr. 
Root, and of course tbe organization of the 
State Department will be a matter that ia 
arranged largely with a view to following 
the wishes of the incoming secretary, who 
will soon tike up his new labors. Just 
what will be. the destination of Mr. Loomis 
has not yet' been announced. Of course it 
is known that he expected on ambassador- 
ship on quitting tho Stale Department, 
The supposition was that Mr. Thompson 
would be transferred from Brazil to follow 
Mr, Conger as ambassador to Mexico, .and 
that Mr, Loomis would succeed him there. 
Just now there ia scarcely any other posi- 
tion ot that rank open. All the European 
ambassadorships are filled with men- who 
ore not likely to soon retire, and South 
America Is a more available continent for 
a hew ambassador than is Europe anyhow. 
Mr, Loomis is thoroughly conversant" with 
-Spanish and it 1b thought that he woald 
like the place. At the same time there 
'may be some opposition in his confirmation 
in the Senate. He has some acquaintances 
there who cannot ' exactly be classed as 
friends, and his recent controversy with 
Minister Bo wen, while it resulted in bis 
official vindication, was just tbe- sort of 
provocation that would probably be raked 
up in the ; Senate as an objection to his 
confirmation. However, these are matters 
that the future will have to determine.- .

Butter sm ii ll tin molds nnd dust 
them with powdered parsley? then nn 
egg Is dropped In enci., nnd tliey are 
put In u pun uf hot water nud-eookctl 
in the oven for about t*n minutes, 
when they tuny bo turned out on a 
round platter, ami n mince nindo or n 
cup of thickened crenm with chopped 
mushrooms In It, or n tomato-souco 
with thn mushrooms tuny bo poured 
nround them. These llmbales may bo 
nltercd by lining the molds with IJnely 
minced linm instead or the pnndey, 
btit It must ho moistened with cream 
or egg to make It adhere to the tin.

If you hnvo n precious bit of china 
thnt linn been broken, try mending It 
with white paint or white lend. Ad- 
just tho pieces neatly; u broken In 
small pieces, it may take several days 
to put It together, ns they will havo 
to be joined one nt n tlmo nnd loft 
until they nro set.

White I'otiilu Pudding. 

Wash nnd peel four good-sized whlto 
potatoes, grate them up lino and put 
them In a dish with one miart of mine; 
sot this over u gentle (Ire nnd stir until 
well scalded; heat four eggs nnd mix 
orio cupful of sugar with them, nnd stir 
Into one .quart of cold milk, ono ten- 
spoonful of salt, n small lump of but- 
ter nnd half a grated nutmeg, or 
ground cinnamon, If you prefer; mix 
thlB with the potato anil pour Into a 
deep dish, which has been buttered, 
and bake fo'urhotirs. 



Berry Shortcake. 

Two cups of flour sifted with two 
■vmspoonfulB of baking powder. Add 
a tnblespoonf ul of butter and mlr with 
Ice cold water to n dough.

To a gallouof soup with a head of 
celery (leaves and all) add, after a long 
stewing, a peck and a half of tomatoes 
with a dozen large onions, a cupful of 
sugar, and aomo salt to tho stock. Next 
day strain, Benson with pepper, a 
tablcspoonfu! of mustard, one of cloves 
and morosolt If needed. Last of nil, 
thicken with enough Hour to make 
smooth, and can In tho usual way.

Ijnll. limiting is un Industry of Um past, 
Tlioro lire n few remote locnlltlea In 
Indiana, Illinois, Kentucky, Missouri, 
and Arkansas, u-liero occusloiinl now 
slrt-tL-lics of worm feYfeo uiny stjll be 
soon, but these new rnlls nrc bo riiro a 
sight us to exclto cothmont. 

Tho imbsIuk of tho okl worm fence 
Is duo to the Kcurclty of timber. Wire 
fences are nml it dug the zigzag rows 
of rutin In (ho region where Umber wna 
formerly numidiiiit. When u rail fencu 
becomes bo dilapidated tin to bo no 
longer Bcrvlccnbla It In taken down 
and the rails which nro In n good stuto 
of preservation arc used to repair 
other stretches of fence and wire fence 
la put In its place. Another advan- 
tage of the wlro fenco Is thnt It econo- 
mljicfl space. Tho Iniul that wris for- 
merly taken up by the ronco corj'cra la 
reclaimed. 

The rate of tho rail fenco was de- 
clared, less than twenty years ago, 
when Um valuo of wnlnutv oak, and 
poplar timber Increnacd to such a 
figure ob to make wlro fences cheap- 
er. In tho worm fences still In exist- 
ence there aro thousands- of walnut 
nnd popular rails In an almost iiorfcct 
state of preservation. The walnut oium 
nrc valuable. An enlerprlslng Chicago 
concern recently nrnde that discovery, 
nml Its representatives have purchased 
ranhy carlondB of tho raila. 

Wnlnut rails have n remarkably long 
life. Many oro.Btlll In use which woro 
split more than fifty years ago.— Wash- 
ington Post.

KILL AND BURN AT BAKU. 



■lote»ln Cuiicnnln Iteyond Control of 
Troops. ; 

Anarchy fclgna without a xlvnl In 
the Caucasus, The troops are power* 
tcsti to protect tho pcoplo, who In a 
mad panic have been fleeing from 
Baku, Martial law has boon proclaim- 
ed In outlying towns, but It haa no 
effect lit curbing tbo rioters In their 
mid lust for blood. Flro and massa- 
cre have nullified every semblance of 
law, 

Tho principal lighting Is not In Baku 
Itself, but at Balnkhan, where hun- 
dreds have been shot by tho Infantry 
and artillery nnd where 1,000 were 
killed or wounded during n desperate 
attack on the military camp and pre- 
vision depot The troops sustained few 
casual Uos, 

A largo number of workmen barri- 
aided tbomsolvcs In tho Balakhan hos- 
pital, The soldiers began the attack 
with rifle Ore and then stormed the 
hospital and completed their work with 
tho bayonet Tbe entire oil. and com- 
mercial quarters of Balakhan, Sabunto 
and Nomani have been wiped out by 
flro nnd tha Inhabitants remaining be- 
ll lud were massacred and thrown on to 
tho flames. 

The consulates, banks and adminis- 
tration buildings In Baku aro guarded 
by troops. All of the English rosWont* 
and almost all other Inhabitants of the 
better class have boarded ships and 
gone to aea to escape from' danger. All 
available steamers have been employ- 
ed for this purpose. Nobody la allow- 
ed on tbo streets of Baku after 8 
o'clock at night and Inhabitants of 
houses are held strictly responsible 
for shots fired from them. Artillery 
was employed against one house from 
which shots woro fired. The walls 
woro breached, tbo house was stormed 
and tho people InBlde wero killed. 

Following Is s brief review, ' In se- 
quence, of the erents of tho last few. 
days ns witnessed at Baku; 

On the afternoon of Saturday reports 
began running from mouth to mouth 
that tho Tartars and Armenians wars 
massacring each other. Immediately 
there waa great ttlarm and' a panic pre- 
vailed. Stores were closed and windows 
and doors were barricaded. Twenty min- 
utes later sonnda of rifle firing were 
heard from the various quarters ef the 
city and everybody wished to Ilea, but 
no one conld toll whether safety lay 
within or without the city. 

Two hours later patrols of Cossacks 
and other soldiers armed with jltitt be- 
gan to arrive from the barracks and 
these troops Immediately engaged the 
rioter*. The firing between the warring 
factions continued all of Saturday night 
Sunday the situation showed no Improve- 
ment and firing waa In progress all dur- 
ing tho day, the streets being deserted 
except for the combatants. 

At 8 o'clock Sunday evening the Ant 
reflection on the aky of .fire In tha "back 
town" quarter was noticed, nod It was 
learned that tha Nobel ell reservoirs 
were burning. 

. Sunday night was mora fearful than 
tbo preceding ones. Fires, broke out in 
several quarters and the firing of the 
troops waa uninterrupted. 

Fires also were started In tlio suburbs 
of Balakhan and Sabuhtai Telephonic 
communication between Baku and these 
points was destroyed and It was impossi- 
ble to ascertain what' was burning Mon- 
day morning. 

Many of the inhabitants decided to 
bravo, the dangers in an effort to leavo 
the city. They went in cabs surrounded 
by. Cossacka to the railroad station, and 
tho flight from the city soon became gen- 
eral. " 

Monday night the burning, shooting, 
killing and pillaging continued, and a 
refinery which was in flames beyond 
Blblebat lit -up the sky In that direc- 
tion. A big woodyard'in Baku also 
caught lire and a strong wind fanned 
the flames, which soon spread to Nlkitin 
circus and adjacont houses. 

Tho flro continued all of Tuesday, 
breaking out In several aew places, em- 
bracing the railroad station and a num- 
ber of Armenian houses In different quar- 
ters of tha city. 

During Wednesday, . fugitives from 
Balakhan began to arrive here and told 
of tha Indescribable horrors they had 
witnessed. All tho oil works there, they 
said, were la the hands of Tartars, who 
were pillaging tho. houses of Russian and 
Armenian workmen, carrying away ev- 
erything of value aud thon burning the 
buildings. Ten thousand workmen, they 
said, would bo loft In poverty. 

At 5 o'clock Wednesday afternoon tho 
situation waa somewhat quieter, Tar- 
tars and Armenians were running 
through the streets crying "Peace!" and 
a little' later a procession mado up of 
both races, with clergymen at its head, 
wont through the town. But these ef- 
forts toward a cessation oC the fighting 
wero not effective, for the Bring went 
on all Wednesday night Tho soldiers, 
however, continued their efforts to re- 
press the disorders.
